Judge D unne also pointed out the fact th a t 23,000 Socialists of C hi­ 


cago voted against him and his m unicipal ow nership policy. 


“Public ow nership,” says the Chicago m ayor, “is a plain business prop­ 


osition. 


N o r does he stop at m unicipal ownership. 
When asked if he believed 


in state and national ownership, also, he replied: 


“I believe th at the national governm ent should ow n and operate the 


interstate railroads, telephones, telegraphs and express carrying systems. 


T h e state and m unicipalities should take possession of the urban o r inter­ 


urban express system s, street railways, gasw orks, electric light plants, te ­ 


legraphs, telephones, steam -heating plants and oth er utilities which involve 


th e perm anent use of public pro p erty .” 


T hese utterances and those of m any prom inent m en are significant of 


th e grow ing dem and for m ore th an local reform . 


Should the com ing congress fail to enact the legislation necessary to 


governm ent supervision of railroad rates, or enact legislation th at holds the 


prom ise to the ear but breaks it to the hope, the issue of g overnm ent and 


state operation of public utilities m u st becom e a leading issue in politics.

ARBITRATION PLAN COVERS 
TOO MECH GROUND AND 
CANNOT GO THROUGH 


Grand Jury Investiga* 
tion Likely to be 
Discontinued 


Chicago, April 24. — Tho Employers’ 
Association, of Chicago, has very posi­ 
tively refused to accept 
the 
propo­ 
sition of tile teamsters that all ques­ 
tions Involved in the Montgomery Ward 
& Co. strike he submitted to arbitration, 
with Judge Tilley acting as arbiter. 
The proposition of the teamsters was 
conveye<l to the employers 
through 
Mayor Dunne, and the employers re­ 
plied to the mayor that they were, as 
they have been from the first, willing 
to arbitrate anything connected with 
the strike of the teamsters alone, but 
that they will under no circumstances 
consent to arbitrate the strike of the 
garment workers, which was over four 
months before the teamsters went out 
in sympathy. 


Em ployer* H are Gone T heir L im it. 
The mayor was informed by the em­ 
ployers that the strike “was declared 
not because of any difference between 
the teamsters and Montgomery Ward 
& Co., or between the teamsters and 
any member of the Employers* associa­ 
tion. but because of a difference be­ 
tween Montgomery Ward & Co. and a 
certain branch of labor which is entire­ 
ly foreign to anything affecting the 
teamsters.” 
Such being the case, the 
mayor was informed that the employ­ 
ers have done all in their power when 
they offered to arbitrate 
with 
the 
teamsters alone, and that they will do 
nothing further in the line of arbitra­ 
tion. 


Grand J n r y Probe a F ailure. 
The much-talked-of grand jury in­ 
vestigation looks like a failure. 
The 
grand jury, instead of taking up the 
violence that has made the streets in 
various parts of the down town 
dis­ 
trict unsafe for the “innocent by­ 
stander.” evinced a desire to go into 
the maze of the causes of the strike. 
This was not what 
the 
employers 
wanted. 
The grand jury wanted to 
have a hand in the settlement of the 
strike and favored 
arbitration 
with 
Judge Tuley as arbitrator. 
The em­ 
ployers expected to be given an oppor­ 
tunity to tell of the violence they had 
witnessed; of the slugging of non-un­ 
ion men. etc. The grand jury proposed 
to take up these matters if the inquiry 
proposed into the cause of the strike 
developed “any urgent need of investi­ 
gation along that line;” so the investi­ 
gation has practically failed, and may 
be discontinued today. 


unions of the building trades of the 
city of New York has been adopted at a 
convention held by twenty-eight of the 
unions, by the representatives of the 
four remaining unions as individuals, 
and by thirty-one of the organizations 
in the Building Trades Employers’ as­ 
sociation. The four unions that have 
yet to adopt the arbitration plan are 
the stone cutters, cement makers, brick­ 
layers, andl tile layers. 
The lockout declared by the Employ­ 
ers’ association against the local Broth­ 
erhood of Carpenters practically will 
be Withdrawn when charters are grant­ 
ed by the National 
Brotherhood of 
Carpenters to the Master Carpenters’ 
association and the Greater New York 
carpenters. 
The latter unions were 
first organized by the Employers’ as­ 
sociation to tight the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters, which is now forcing them 


to become regular locals of the nation­ 
al organizations. 
The work of perfecting the plan has 
been in progress two years. 
As now 
adopted it absolutely prohibits strikes 
or lockouts, provides for the appoint 
raent of a general arbitration board, an 
executive committee, special and trade 
arbitration boards, and the settlement 
of disputes by conciliation. The em 
ployers promise to employ only mom 
hers of the trade unions, and it is 
agreed that when the conditions es 
tablished by the arbitration plan are 
not maintained in a shop. or a job by 
employers or employes not parties to 
the plan, the plan shall not apply in 
the particular shop, or on the particu 
lar job for the time fceing.

words these shops or jobs 
can

“struck” at the will of the unions.
